ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 


NURSING SERVICES IN GREENWOOD 
IN THE YEAR 1966 


The availability of the free measles vaccine, for pre- 
school and school age children in the State of Maine, called 
for immediate action. In less than two months health au- 
thorities could expect a measles epidemic. For the first time 
in medical history, here was a vaccine which if administered 
to all susceptible people (those who had never had old fash- 
ioned measles) could effectively wipe out this disease. Every 
child was given a permission slip to take home to his par- 
ents. Measles vaccination clinics were set up in the schools, 
manned by nurses who had been briefed on the administra- 
tion of this new vaccine, volunteer helpers, the school physi- 
cian and the public health nurse. Approximately 18.2% of 
the school population in S. A. D. 44 received the measles 
vaccine. The public health nurse worked with the Bethel 
Health and Service Council to set up a measles vaccination 
clinic for all pre-school children in the area. Sixty-five chil- 
dren in this age group received the measles vaccine. 


Tuberculin skin testing was done in the Kindergarten 
and Seventh Grades. Audiometer testing was done in the 
First Grade and on pupils referred by the teacher. 


One Child Health Conference was held in the Spring. 
The attendance was good. Children needing second and 
third injections to complete their immunizations were 
scheduled for conferences in Woodstock and Bethel. 
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The number of children who received examinations and 
immunizations is shown in the following table:

What is Oxford County Mental Health Association? 

A non-profit corporation dedicated to provide local 
assistance to help individuals and families who face emo- 
tional problems. Its final objective is to achieve a greater 
personal and community well-being for the people of this 
county. 


What is the need of this service? 

1. One in every ten Americans is suffering from an 
emotional or a mental disorder. 

2. Over half of our acute care hospital beds are occu- 
pied by those suffering from some form of mental 
illness. 

3. Oxford County has one of the higher rates of alco- 
holism in the state. 

4. Oxford County has had 18 suicides and 7 others at- 
tempted in the past two years. 

5. Oxford County has averaged over 90 divorces per 
year in the past five years with a large number of 
children involved. 

6. Oxford County has aged people suffering from alone- 

ness and senility. 

In Oxford County, very few persons who need help 

are actually receiving it.

This service will provide for early treatment at local 
out-patient clinics. This is an essential part of effective 
mental health care. (See Readers Digest, August, 1963.) 
Oxford County at present has no mental health facilities to 
meet the complex challenges of the modern world. 
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Who specifically is to be served? 


All residents of Oxford County and Bridgton in Cum- 
berland County. 

What will these services cost? 

Fees will be established on a sliding scale basis. No one 
will be refused services because of inability to pay. 

It is expected that firm financial support for clinical 
services will come from: State Aid, Regional Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, private trust grants, patient 
fees, special gifts from organizations, membership drive 
receipts, and community participation. 

It should be noted that State and regional funds are 
dependent on funds raised in the county. 


Where are the services to be offered? 
At two clinic centers to be located in Stephens Memorial 
Hospital, Norway and Rumford Community Hospital. 
Who will perform these services? 
1. An experienced professional in each clinic on a full- 
time basis. 
2. Support services from a consulting psychologist and 
psychiatrist on a part-time basis. 
Who is responsible for the direction of the clinic and 
its policies? 
Although State and regional funds are to be used, this 
is an Oxford County clinical service governed by a board of 
directors from the area to be served.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Greenwood has been com- 
pleted for the municipal year ended December 31, 1966. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results of incorporated in the following comments, exhibits 
and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the years operations showed 
that net balances credited to unappropriated surplus ain- 
ounted to $8,519.48, per the following summary : 


Departmental Balances 


Unexpended $9,772.59 
Overdrafts (1,253.16) 
Net Balances to Surplus $8,519 43 


The principal factor contributing to net balances lapsed 
to general fund surplus was a balance of $2,135.15 in the 
Overlay account and an wnexpended balance in Excise Tax 
receipts of $3,894.12. 


ASSETS .. The General Fund cash balance of $16,739.52 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Casco Bank 
and Trust Co., Bethel, Maine. 


Accounts Receivable of $6,887.31 consisted of balances 
due from the State of Maine for State Aid Koad, and Town 
Road Improvement expenditures. 


Taxes Receivable of $3,977.03 represented the uncollect- 
ed balance of the 1966 Tax commitment. 
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Tax liens amounted to $289.99 at the year end, and in- 
cluded both mature and 1965 Tax liens. 


LIABILITIES .... Notes Payable reflected on the bal- 
ance sheet under Debt Fund, amounted to $14,000.00 at the 
year end. This represented $9,000.00 issued during 1965 fer 
purchase of a new highway depariment loader, and a bal- 
ance of $5,000.00 issued in the current fiseal period for 
purchase of a grader. 


The highway grader notes were issued ou authorization 
of the Townspeople, carry interest at 4%, and are held by 
Casco Bank & Trust Co. 


SURPLUS ... Appropriation aecount balances carried 
forward to the ensuing year amounted to $3,765.91, and rep- 
resented departmental balances carried forward at the di- 
rection of the Selectmen. 


The Unappropriated Surplus amounted to $24,127.94 at 
the year end. Various credits and debits to this account netted 
cut to a minor decrease of $11.10 as a result of the years op- 
erations. 


GENERAL... A review of the Town Clerk’s records 
revealed that the Selectmen were authorized to purchase a 
new grader, $1,500.00 to be raised by taxes and notes issued 
for the necessary balance of $5,000.00. Various funds were 
authorized to be transferred from surplus and excise taxes 
to reduce the tax rate. 


Included in this report of exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were 
utilized to the extent deemed necessary to develop these 
statements. 


Tt is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the town at December 31, 1966 and the result of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.

To see if the town will vote to transfer from 
surplus the necessary amount for its share of Social Security 
benefits for its employees.
